Diamond Pole Sawmill Burns To Ground 


Fire 
of 
undetermined origin 
which 
broke 
out 
about 
four 
o’clock 
Friday 
morning, 
com­ 
pletely destroyed the sawmill of 
'he Diamond Pole & Piling com­ 
pany, 2110 N. Fifth avenue. The 
company’s 
planning mill nearby, 
though 
slightly 
damaged, 
was 
saved by the full crew of both the 
city's fire departments. About two 
and a half million feet of lumber 
in the yards was untouched. 
No insurance was carried on 
the sawmill and its heavy, elec­ 
tric machinery. 
The loss was unofficially esti­ 
mated at about $50,000. 
James R. Andrews, 
owner 
of 
the plant which 
reopened 
here 
early last March, said that he did 
not know yet whether the sawmill 
would be rebuilt. About 43 of the 
company’s BO employees will be 
thrown out of work. The planning 
mill w ill continue to operate, us­ 
ing the remaining hemlock in the 
company’s yards. 
Tom Goedert, night 
watchman 
at the plant, first saw the fire, 
and sounded an alarm. 
It was believed that either a 
bolt of lightning or a short cir­ 
cuit was responsible for starting 
the blaze. 
Bits of charred wood and ma­ 
chinery parts were still smoulder­ 
ing late yesterday as firemen kept 
watch 
to 
prevent 
a 
possible 
spread 
of 
the 
remaining flame 
and sparks, 
to 
nearby 
lumber 
piles. 
The mill has 
been 
operated, 
though 
not 
continuously, 
since 
it was built about 1919 by the 
Johnson Lumber company 
from 
whom the present owners acquired 
it. The all electric mill was con­ 
structed at a cost of about $100,- 


0 0 0 . 
Both hard and softwood lumber 
and fuel wood were the products 
of the Diamond Pole company.
